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Smoking 
Area Shut 
by Waring

A fire set between the smok- 
ing area and the office was the 
latest in a series of acts of van- 
dalism at LHS. The fire led Prin- 
cipal Dr. Michael Waring to 
close the smoking area for sever- 
al weeks. 

While Waring had at first stat- 
ed the smoking area might be 
closed for the rest of the year, or 
until someone who saw the inci- 
dent occur came forward, he de- 
cided to reopen it when the in- 
vestigation came to an impasse. 

An earlier fire in F-House was 
set by a timing device and dam- 
aged lockers. In another inci- 
dent, a student was referred for 
outside counseling after a fire in 
the A-C building. 

Coordinator of Guidance 
Robert Delulio called the inci- 
dents ‘‘a dramatic escalation”’ of 
vandalism at LHS. 

Neil Graham, smoking area 
user and former class president 
candidate, said that he felt War- 
ing had no choice but to close the 
smoking area. He added that his 
efforts to obtain benches for the 
area, which had been approved, 
were put on hold due to the 
latest fire.

Our Losses 


Scenes like this are so common around Lexington 
High that they hardly provoke notice. This sorry state 
of insensitivity is both costly and embarrassing. 

It is to our own embarrassment that damage to the 
building is tolerated. Our apathy towards the building 
seems odd, considering the fervent zeal with which we 
serve the school in the form of extracurricular activities. 
Isn’t it curious that a student body that produces a daz- 
zling Jazz Night and a perennial championship basket- 
ball team cannot even keep its own house in order? 

However, LHS students may be impervious to ap- 
peal on moral grounds. In that case, the argument 
against vandalism can be carried on in the universal lan- 
guage of cash — an estimated $80,000 per year in this 
case. Certainly such funds could be put to good use

around school. That figure would buy a complete nauti- 
lus fitness center, a new grand piano, a set of new pow- 
er tools and machines, and one thousand new library 
books each year.

High school level 
math is not required to realize the shockingly high price 
of vandalism at Lexington High. 

Although nothing talks like money, I will return to 
principles for a moment. The high school deserves a lit- 
tle more respect. If one overlooks the frigid winter walks 
from A to J House, LHS provides us with a decent qual- 
ity of life. Students here count open-campus among our 
inalienable rights. However, the neighboring towns of 
Bedford, Arlington, and Woburn do not have the 
privilege.

A joint committee of faculty 
and students has been formed to 
attempt to reach a compromise 
on the constitution for the Lex- 
ington High school Senate, the 
school governance model pro- 
posed last year.

In a secret ballot vote, a 
majority of the teachers sup- 
ported the idea of a student- 
faculty forum. This accompanied 
the unanimous vote of the Stu- 
dent House of Representatives 
to continue to pursue a plan for 
a school senate. 

The faculty has voiced its con- 
cerns with the original plan. 
Waring stated that some 
teachers feared that ‘‘grading 
practices and teaching practices 
might be subject to scrutiny or 
regulation There was 
tremendous opposition to this.” 

Another major objection 
centers around the fact that the 
original proposal allowed the 
students to outnumber faculty 
almost two to one. Waring said 
“Some felt that faculty should 
have at least as many members 
as the students.”’

Last March’s Music and Dra- 
ma Department production of 
“West Side Story’’ won the 1986 
Moss Hart Award.

The 1986 edition of LHS foot- 
ball posted a very respect- 
able 7-3 mark and was a con- 
tender throughout the sea- 
son. The team was lead by 
senior tri-captains, offensive 
lineman John Brezenski, out- 
standing defensive back 
Mike Dinapoli, and fine offen- 
sive guard Joe Donavan. 
After falling to Waltham, a 
thorn in the side of The Min- 
utemen, the team rolled to 
four straight victories and 
106 points. Led by the 
emerging junior Mark Ma- 
guire and senior Jeff Neville, 
the team easily erased Read- 
ing 27-0. While the offense 
racked up 27 points, senior 
Jeff Limerick had 5 quarter- 
back sacks to lead the Min- 
utemen.
